Other political organizations 
should profit by the example of the 
League of Women Voters in hav- 
ing constructive political meetings, 
Mrs. Louis Slade, State Chairman 
of the New York League of Wom- 
en Voters, said in an address at the 
annual meeting of the Montgomery 
County League of Women Voters, 
at Norristown last Thursday. 

The conference was held all day, 
with Miss Gertrude Ely, of Bryn 
Mawr, county chairman, presiding. 
Mrs. Slade was the principal speak- 
er. The morning was given over to 
the presentation of reports from the 
chairmen of the various branches of 
Montgomery county. The growth 
of interest in the organization was 
stressed in the reports. Particular 
emphasis was given to the neces- 
sity of arousing all citizens, men and 
women, to assume their responsibil- 
ities of citizenship, not only in na- 
tional elections, but in State, city 
and county, as well. 

Mrs. Slade, in her address in the 
afternoon, criticised the form that 
many political meetings take. In- 
stead of being constructive, con- 
cerning themselves with definite 
assertions, she said, too many par- 
tisan meetings are taken up with 
boosting their own parties and 
condemning the other parties. 
"Much Propaganda." 

"If you go to a Republican 
meeting, too often yon will find 
that one-quarter of the time is 
given over to telling what marvels 
of genius the Republican candi- 
dates are, while the other three- 
quarters is spent telling that the 
Democrats are devils. At a Dem- 
ocratic meeting the situation is re- 
versed — it is the- Democrats- who 
are the archangels and the Re-

Walking to and from his Nar- 
brook Park home during the past 
few weeks, A. E. Wohlert has 
been observing the progress of 
the street pavigg work on Con- 
way and Stua|| avenues. Last 
week he stood lor a moment on 
the corner where a heavy roller 
was finishing off the foundation 
layer of rock. 

As the heavy machine approach- 
ed the intersection he looked 
closer. Surely enough, thick 
yellow clay was oozing to the 
surface in several places. He 
rushed to a typewriter. On Fri- 
day Street Commissioner George 
B. Suplee received a letter which 
read in part: 

"At the intersection of Stuart 
,aJ0.d _*CQiiwa$Jisarenues,-* the- - Goed- 
Roads people are to the best of 
their ability disguising the fact 
that they have patches of yellow 
clay two feet wide and six feet or 
more long clean up to the surface, 
the surface merely being dis- 
guised with a few stones. A lot 
of yellow clay is also used as top 
dressing. 

"You will find that all of Con- 
way avenue is more or less in a 
deplorable condition on account 
of the yellow clay mixed with the 
stones. 

"The intersection of Stuart and 
Dndlev avenues is also a disguised 
bad job." 

Mr. Suplee sent the letter post- 
baste to Albright and Mebus, the 
Borough engineers, and Charles 
F. Mebus, who has been super- 
vising the road work replied in a 
long letter, in which he said: 

''The statement that yellow clay 
is used as top dressing is simply 
not true. Yellow lime stone 
screenings have been used', which 
might lead a superficial observer 
to think it was clay. 'The surface 
merely being disguised with a few 
^tones' is equally misleading, as 
during the wet weather of the 
past two weeks no foundation 
would stand up under a ten-ton 
roller if made as Mr. Wohlert 
states. 

"Instead of putting down a base 
of less thickness than specified, 
Mr. Ramsdell has been most lib- 
eral, and many places, if dug up. 
would show more than required 
thickness." 

When the reply of the engi- 
neers was received, Mr. Wohlert 
countered by stating that they 
were in no position to refute his 
claims, because the sections com- 
plained of had been hidden under 
three inches of top dressing be- 
fore they examined it. 

About the poils, Tuesday, Mr. 
Wohlert spoke at some length to 
many of the voters, charging lax 
supervision of the work by the 
borough authorities. Burgess 
Carl B. Metzer arrived on the 
scene during one of the discus- 
sions. 

"If the work is wrong, Mr. 
Wohlert deserves a vote of thanks 
for warning us," he stated, "but 
in justice to the contractor, state- 
ments of this kind should not be 
made without adequate proof." 

"But the Work is covered up, 
and the mud jholes will not be ex- 
posed until the traffic ruins the

Clarence Kaeber Defeats Dem- 
ocrat by 131 Votes in 
Election Tuesday. 

REPUBLICANS WIN ALL 



Despite a vigorous campaign, 
and the backing of several groups, 
A. E. Wohlert was defeated Tues- 
day for a seat in Council by Clar- 
ence Kaeber, Republican nominee. 

The South Side defeated the 
Democrat. In the two North Side 
districts he polled 22 votes more 
than his competitor, but the Dis- 
trict Three voters sank him many 
fathoms deep to the tune of 216- 
63. 

Despite the fact that the elec- 
tion in general lacked interest, a 
few more voters turned out than 
appeared for the September pri- 
maries. Residents of Narbrook 
Park and members of the Street 
Paving group were particularly in 
evidence. 

Commenting on his defeat, Mr. 
Wohlert said : "I enjoyed the cam- 
paign immensely, and at least I 
made them sit up and take no- 
tice." 

Despite the defeat of Mr. Wohl- 
ert, the Narberth Street Improve- 
ment Association, which has turn- 
ed itself into a political group, 
elected two of its candidates, Rob- 
ert F. Wood and John R. Hall. 
They also endorsed Daniel Leiteh, 
who was re-elected. A very stong 
effort was made to win a seat for 
Mr. Wohlert, in the belief that 
the clique would thus control four 
of the seven seats in the Borough 
legislative body. 

Messrs. WSpod and Leiteh poll- 
ed the exact same number of 
votes, 811. Air. Wood, President 
of the Street Improvement Asso- 
ciation, has been spoken of for 
Council ever since "the success of 
his group in. putting over the 
$100,000 program to eliminate 
four miles of Narberth mud. His 
name is also prominently men- 
tioned as a possibility for Presi- 
dent of Council, upon the retire- 
ment of W. R. D. Hall on January 

Henry A. Frye, youthful candi- 
date for Burgess, led the local poll 
with 828 votes. Mr. Frye is a vet- 
eran of the world war, is 30 years 
of age, and is associated with 
State Senator Fletcher W. Stites 
in the latter's law practice in Phil- 
adelphia. Mr. Frye has been iden- 
tified with Borough work for 
some time in the capacity of 
"de'iuty solicitor," handling much 
of Mr. Stites' borough work. 

Mrs. Anna R. Van Auken and 
Walter Steckbeck were elected to 
the School Board. Jesse S. Harris, 
retiring member, received a sub- 
stantial complimentary vote under 
the Democratic ballot. He was 
defeated for the Republican nomi- 
nation in September. The elec- 
tion of Mrs. Van Auken will give 
the School Board two women 
members and three men. The 
other woman member, Mrs. Grace 
C. Batchelor, is Chairman of the 
Instruction Committee of the 
Schools. 

Mrs. Abbie W. Nickerson was 
given 818 votes on the two tick- 
ets for Tax Collector. She is at 
the present time Assessor, and 
will succeed Raymond C. Jones in 
the Tax Collector job.

street," countered Mr. Wohlert.

A cut 5 inches by 18 inches was 
made, down to the bottom of the 
road work. A ruler was brought 
into play. 

Instead of clay, they found 10 
inches of foundation stone, in- 
stead of the T inches called for in 
the specifications. Among the 
stones was much yellow clay, 
which had oozed up from the 
soggy ground underneath, and 
which had given the suspicious 
appearance to the section. 

"It looks to me," said Mr. Metz- 
ger, "as though the contractor in- 
stead of covering up a bad job, 
has concealed some generosity.'' 

"I was not criticising the bulk 
of Mr. Ramsdell's job, which I 
think is excellent," remarked Mr. 
Wohlert, "but the appearance of 
this part of the work certainly 
looked bad to me." 

"Are you satisfied that- the work 
is O. K. ?" queried the Burgess. 

"Perfectly," answered Mr. 
Wohlert. 

Mr. Ramsdell launched into a 
speech in which he labeled the in- 
cident as "a political stunt on Mr. 
Wohlert's part, in which I was 
the goat." This Mr. Wohlert was 
quick to deny, calling attention to 
the fact that it happened the work 
was done about election time, and 
his interest in the street program 
prompted him to make the com- 
plaint. 

Mr. Metzger observed that after 
all, the incident was a tribute to 
the excellent work of the con- 
tractor, and to Mr. Wohlert's 
public spirit. The meeting ad- 
journed to various restaurants. 

The workman calmly went 
about filling up the hole.

publicans who are the devils. 

"Politicians might learn a great 
deal from lis. The League of 
Women Voters meets only when 
it has something constructive to 
tell. The world will never get 
anywhere with ciestructive criti- 
cism, and slams at the other fel- 
low. Nothing can be done in any- 
thing, least of all in politics, un- 
less a constructive course of ac- 
tion has been decided upon." 

Commenting on lax law en- 
forcement, Miss Ely said the con- 
sumers were just as much to 
blame as the bootleggers, and per- 
haps even more, for many so-call- 
ed respectable citizens are setting 
before their children the terrible 
example of law-breaking. 

"There is nothing more demor- 
alizing in the United States to- 
day," she said, "than the violation 
of prohibition by the persons who 
buy liquor and have it sent to their 
houses, where their growing chil- 
dren are there to observe." 
Candidates Criticized. 

Miss Ely severely criticized the 
four candidates for the office of 
directors of the poor for their fail- 
ure to appear at the conference and 
address the women. 

'One hundred and forty-nine 
thousand dollars is spent every 
year by our directors of the poor 
in the county," she said, "yet 
these men, who are candidates for 
the office, are not interested 
enough to come here and let us see 
the men we are asked to vote for. 
That could not happen in our 
homes or in any business. We 
would not think of engaging a 
cook or nursemaid whom we had 
not seen."

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SCHOOL FUND EXHIBIT 

Library Displaying Books Bought 
With School Appropriation. 

As an indication of appreciation 
for the School Board's generous 
co-operation the Library is now 
displaying in a special group all 
books which have been purchased 
so far with the $500 appropriation 
given to the Library by the School 
Board this year. The most con- 
spicuous group in this collection 
are the 25 volumes of the New 
international Encyclopedia, which 
cost $145. This encyclopedia is 
constantly in use every day the 
Library is open by both school 
pupils and adults. It is rapidly 
becoming the community refer- 
ence book. 

In addition, $130 has been spent 
to buy works of standard English 
literature which were on the re- 
quired reading lists of the schools 
attended by Narberth young 
people. That amount purchased 
80 such books and every day stu- 
dents are selecting from among 
them those books which they 
prefer for their "required read- 
ing." All of the books in this col- 
lection have been bought with re- 
inforced bindings, which will 
greatly increase their durability in 
library and school use. The school 
fund exhibit has already attracted 
much attention. The Library still 
lias left $225 out of the fund. That 
will be used principally for books 
that collaborate with school work.

N. P. Dole, formerly of the Wind- 
sor-Essex here in Narberth, and 
now living in New York. This gift 
was made to the Library through 
Mrs. E. H. Cockrill, a member of 
the staff.
